For a good many years Sarawak 
was under the Independent govern­ 
ment of a white rajah.

Another wise move of the rajah 
was to continue the native costume— 
what there is of lt-«—If» place of Intro, 
ducing the unsuitable, ugly and arti­ 
ficial modern clothing of Europeans. 
Thla, as Stevenson points out. has 
usually exactly fn'tbe opposite effect 
from that. Intended by well-meaning 
missionaries, and the happy natives of 
Sarawak are very well off as they are.
